The early 
pioneers felt the Importance of edu- 
cation by always eaUblUhtng 
school wherever a settlement wss 
made, Snyder said. 

The pioneer requirements for ■ 
teacher were that he (for the teach'- 
ir usually was a man) be able tc 
'read, write, and to cypher as far as 
the double-rule of three, and have 
discipline in class the same as disci- 
pline In the kitchen. He should also 
' i a good mender of quill pens,'' 
Salary schedules were low in plo- 
eer day* and requirements In edu- 
cation were low, with many teachers 
having less than eighth trade edu< 
itlons. Aside from his teaching du< 
ss, a pioneer textbook numerated 
the following church duties expected 
' the community teacher: 
■Chorister,- janitorrrentl-the -Bible 
dally, ring the bell, hear the chil- 
dren recite, prepare water for bap- 
tism, fix wine for communion, bt 
messenger, prepare formal Invita- 
tions for funerals, dig graves, and 
ring the bell for church 

In the early pioneer schools of 
Idaho, such ns those [aught by 
Reeves, the teachers often taught 
CO pupils, Snyder said. While 
the ten chins of so many pup lb of 
different— a^ei-pr esentcd. problems, 
there were advantages, because the 
teacher -usually- became -n close ,- per- 
StmiVfriend'or "each" pupil. 

The early- day curriculum 
simple. Useful subjects were taught. 
JhB-preirnt grade srhnnl pnnll in- 
ually reads as many as 30 books In 
his first year, whllo the pioneer 
pupil rend and mastered one, Snyder 
recounted. 

Probably the greatest asset of the 
pioneer school was Its clinrncter- 
bulldlng quality, Snyder said. The 
children were taught to love and 
respect their country, churches and 
homes. In closing Snyder paid tri- 
bute to the pioneer teachers of Ida- 
ho, many who taught in different 
years and situations. 

The group closed the program 
with the singing of "Clod Be With 
You Til We Meet Again." and Mrs.

Being realistic, Moscow could never have 
believed - that -Bucn . an assembly of bluc- 
ahlrted youngsters could successfully storm 
the allied-held sectors of the city against de- 
termined opposition. The Russian* must have 
understood Irom the start, too, that the west 
would not sit Idly by while red youths over- 
ran the German metropolis. 

Perhaps they thought lor & time that a 
mass drive on the western areas would put 
the allies In the uncomfortable position— be-
